• Hispanic Students students have been found to 
be at a disadvantage in terms of post-secondary 
access and degree attainment. 
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Hispanic Students 

• Hispanic students, on average, do not perform at the 
same level as students of other ethnic groups even when 
income and parental education are taken into account. 


• Hispanic students need access to programs and initiatives 
that will increase their achievement and open up 
opportunities for college success. 


• By using data, it is possible to develop pathways to 
success for schools and communities to increase the 
achievement of Hispanic students and all students.
